with the authorization for such pur­ 
pose in the food control act. Because 
of disturbed shipping conditions it 
has been impossible until recently de­ 
finitely to secure facilities for trans­ 
porting the nitrate in whole or in 
part. 
Within the last few days pre­ 
parations have been completed for 
the delivery at the seaboard during 
Janu ary of 18,000 ton**, and very rea­ 
sonable assurance has been given that 
supplies, up to the 100,000 tons, for 
the ensuing months will
